Successful par- 
cipation in the bookkeeping course encouraged him to 
enroll_in a two-year accounting program at Southeast 
areer Center which offers instructional programs that 
prepare students for various careers.

graduation trom Eastmoor High School in June 1977, 
Rawls was employed by the Ohio National Bank as a 
bank teller. “High school courses such as bookkeeping, 
business math, typing and the two-year accounting 
program assisted me in preparing for and obtaining my 
job as a bank teller,” Rawls said. “Skills learned in the 
accounting program really help me on my job, especially 
in checking cash flow, balancing accounts, and recor- 
ding money transactions,” he said. 

Rawls performs a variety of related duties as a bank 
teller. His duties include: accepting customers’ deposits 
and providing them with receipts; paying out with- 
drawals, recording transactions, castting checks, ex- 
changing money for customers to provide them with 
change or currency, accepting savings account 
deposits, and assisting customers in opening checking 
and savings accounts. 

In cashing checks, bank tellers are responsible for 
verifying signatures, identifying the person cashing the 
check~and verifying that the amount to be calised is 
covered by the customer's account. Bank tellers must 
also be careful that deposit slips, deposit receipts, and 
the.amount-entered in passbooks are correctly recorded. 
It is very important that caution be exercised in counting 
money for deposits or payouts. : 

Machines are generally used in banks to compute 

numbers, make change, print records and receipts for 
customers’ records, and post transactions on banking 
ledgers. Ohio National Bank and other large banks with 
branch offices utilize a computer terminal through which 
the teller types in data and receives information concer- 
ning customers’ accounts. 
. Bank tellers may be employed in various institutions 
other than banks. Such institutions might include 
savings and loan associations, finance companies, 
government agencies, businesses and organizations 
operating credit unions. 


Students Relate Experience 
In Majority White Setting 


(Prepared. for the CALL-POST by the Public Infor- 
mation Office of the Columbus Public Schools) 

“When | first appeared in class, some of the teachers 
would slow down when they talked to me about the sub- 
ject they were teaching,” said Lam Hairston, a black 
senior at Brookhaven and former Columbus Plan student 
who now resides in the Brookhaven district. 

“A very few treated me as if | wasn’t supposed to know 
as_much_as the other students since | came from a 
poorer area of town. | think they were surprised when 
they discovered | was intelligent,” he laughed. 

Hairston was one of four students interviewed receiitly 
about their experiences in an integrated educational set- 
ting. Three blacks and one white student talked about 
the problems and advantages of an _ integrated 
education. In addition to Hairston, Josephine Burks and 
Mandel Davis, black seniors attending Brookhaven on 
the Columbus Plan, shared their experiences in the 
predominantly white setting. Mark Bush,-a white 12th 
grader, also-offered- some of his feelings about black and 
white relations at Brookhaven. 

th =September when the desegregation plan 
is implemented, there will no longer be a Columbus Plan 
or schools where black students form the majority. Un- 
derstandably, many students are beginning to wonder 
what kind of problemg&hey may encounter in a new en- 
vironment. While the Columbus Plan will no longer exist 
provides some-insight.into_how blacks might 
succeed under new conditions in the fall. 

All four students agree that kids have a hard time 
working together because of the attitude of their-parents 
and other adults. If a person holds strong prejudice it is 
very hard to adjust, they said. The biggest problem for 
Hairston, Burks and Davis was fear of the unknown and 
fear of not being accepted in a new school. 

According to Hairston, a black student must start to 
think of the new school as “‘my school” -- not as a white 
school -- and try to become known by the other students, 
white and black. “You must leave your mark on the 
school,” he~said. ; 

All three students have done just that according to 
assistant principal John Gosser. Hairston will represent 
the schoo! at a Bell Laboratory tour this April in New Jer- 
sey, while Burks has applied for a health opportunities 
program at Ohio State University this summer. Burks

fall. 

Burks is also a track star at the school. She agrees 
that whether students are black or white, they-will just be 
a number unless they become active in school affairs. 
Getting to know the teachers is a major goal for her. She 
refers to one teacher as her second mother. 

“By getting to know teachers,” said Hairston, ‘you can 
understand them better and you'll know if they are sin- 


cere. Teachers will be surprised to find a student, white - 


or black, who cares and wants to learn. They will push 
you to the top if you are good in a subject.” 

As far as the effectiveness of desegregation, all feel 
that it willbe more-of a cultural education than anything 
else. If you want an education you will get it no matter 
where you are, they say, but an acceptance of other 
races will only come through being together. 

Mandet Davis, known throughout the school for his ex- 


_-pertise in automotive repair and karate, offers some ad-__ 
vice for other blacks who enter white majority schools: 
“Race dawareriess is built into kids through edults, As: 


soon as_anything happens, like a fight or a theft, 
everyone wants to blame it on race. We have to start 
looking at each other as humans first. Black students 
should come to their new school as equals, but be 
willing to give and take; to see the other viewpoint. We 
_have_to_blend-the-white-and black culture to make the 


- whole system better. On the other hand, don't be afraid 


to let people know where you stand on an issue."' 

Says Burks: “Blacks tend to stay together for security’ 
in an integrated school. Don't do that. Get into activities 
and explore other dreas. You can only get out of an ex- 
perience what you put into it.” 

Bush, believes the whole situation will not be as bad 
as everyone seems to think. He advises blacks students 
not to worry. He also believes that white students going 
to former predominantly black schools will be just as 
afraid as.the black students. Once that the fear of the 
unknown is overcome, things will go smoothly, he feels: 

It would appear from the records of these students that 
a great deal of understanding can be gained through in- 
tegrated education. Both students and school officials 
hope that the trend will continue in the fall.

As Bank Teller 


Banks and financial institutions generally require that 
applicants have at least the minimum of a high school 
education. Courses such as business math, business 
law, typing, and the operation of business machines 
would be helpful as requisites for entering this. oc- 
cupation. Aptitudes considered to be strong assets in 
the work of a teller are accuracy, speed, ability to work 
with numbers and manual! dexterity for handling money 
quickly. An important requirement for tellers is that they 
be honest and trustworthy due to handling large sums of 
money. 

According to the American Bankers Association, the 
employment outlook for men and women as tellers ap- 
pears to. be favorable as banks and other financial in- 
stitutions expand their facilities to meet the growing 
needs of the public. 

Tellers in banks and other financial institutions may be 
promoted to head teller, department head, assistant 
manager and manager, and junior officer positions. 
These advancements are based on acceptance of job 
responsibilities, additional formal education and 
training, and evidence of ability to assume leadership.

‘Dr. Kelly Miller said: “The value of 
doctrine does not depend upon its in- 
trepretation by the one who first ut- 
tered it, but rather upon the meaning 
which it suggests and the response 
which it evokes in the minds of those 
who receive it.” ; 

The response of the American 
people to the Kerner report was in 
the form of “so what?" 

This -has been true of every 
document ever issued by this govern- 
ment that in any way touched on 
human rights. And, this includes the 
Constitution of the United States. 

‘James Madison said: “There are 

more instances of the abridgement of 
the Freedom of the people by gradual 
and silent encroachment of those in 
power than by violent and sudden 
userpation.” . 
_' The Negro in America has suffered 
from this kind of encroachment upon 
his freedom since the English 
established human slavery in 
Virginia. 

‘During all of his years in this 
country, the Negro has bitterly fought 
these encroachments but with little 
Success. As fast as we make 
progress in one sector, we lose 
ground in another. And, then it takes 
us years of fighting to just gain back 
the ground we lost. 

An example: From 1870 to 1900, we 
elected to the United States 
Congress, 22 Blacks. From 1900 to 
1928, we had no Black elected 
Congressmen. From 1928 to 1978, we 


have.elected 23 Black Congressmen. 

It then has taken us fifty years 
(1928-1978) to regain the progress 
we made in thirty years (1870-1900). 

We migrated North to escape 
separate school§ and ghetto: 
housing, only to now find ourselves 
fighting both of these in the North. 

Congressman Adam Clayton 
Powell bitterly cried out against 
these conditions when he said: “The 
Black man's soul is trying to burst its 
prison of second-class citizenship 
while the fires of segregation burn 
our hopes for a better tomorrow.” 

In 1853, Frederick Douglass, in a 
speech in Rochester, said: “We 
would not lay our burdens upon the: 
other men's shoulders; but we do ask 
in the name of all that is just and 
magnanimous among men, to be 
freed from all the unnatural burdens 
and impediments with which 
American. customs and American 
legislation have hindered our 
progress and improvements. ... We 
ask that the doors of the School 
house, the workshop, the church, the 
college, shall be thrown open as 
freely to our children as to the 
children--of other members of the 
community.” ‘ 

So, you see today we are still 
fighting against the same kind of 
conditions that existed 25 years ago. 

Joseph Ross, in a speech said: 
“The true struggle which isoccurring 
in America is not between the white 
man and the Negro, but between the 
white man and his own conscierce.” 

‘These are the battles in this nation 
that the Negro press is fighting. They 
are the battles all-—_Negroes—in 
America must fight. 

There are no barriers but ourselves 
and our own. indifference. No hin- 
drances but those that come from our 
own minds and spirits. We have the 
resources - we must use them. 


Heroin Give-away Bill 
Should Be Defeated

Should the State“ of Ohio give 
heroin to heroin’ addicts? That 
Question may soon come before the 
‘Ohio Senate in the form of H.B. 709, 
‘the so-called “heroin maintenance” 
‘bill. We urgé its defeat. 

If passed into law, H.B. 708 would 
authorize the State Dept. of Mental 
‘Health and Mental Retardation to 
license one of the state's already 
existing methadone treatment clinics 
to dispense previously banned drugs 
— notably including heroin — in the 
“treatment of drug addiction. s 

Becasue heroin addiction is one of 
ithe -most serious and perplexing 
problems th black urban com- 
smunities, we are reluctant to take a 
Stand against any measure that 
might seem to hold out a hope of 
Solution. H.B. 709, however, seems 
anore likely to become a part of the 
problem rather than the source of a 
solution. 

Dr. John H. Rosemond, a member 
‘of Columbus City Council and a 
practicing physician, is a man 
seminently qualified to weigh both the 
‘medical and social implications of 
\heroin maintenance. 

«When we sought his exoert 


Opinion, he did not hesitate in his 
response: “Il can see no value in 
using heroin to treat drug addicts.” 

“We already have methadone 
maintenance programs,"’ Dr. 
Rosemond said, “and they do seem 
to have some social value in that 
some people who might otherwise 
still be out’in the streets stealing, 
are, at least, brought under control.” 

“Medically, however, | have some 
reservations. about methadone main- 
tenance as a therapy technique, and 
| certainly feel that the introduction 
of heroin into the detoxification 
system is a giant step in the wrong 
direction.” 

“The goal of any treatment 
program should be to cure, not sim- 
ply to maintain,” Dr. Rosemond con- 
tinued. "If H.B. 709 passes, it will be, 
in effect, an admission of defeat, an 
admission that we are unable to help 
the addict except by feeding him the 
poison he- craves.” 

We’ urge our readers to write to 
their state senators and tell them to 
vote “No” on H.B. 709. We have 
enough dope pushers in-our com- 
munities without adding—the State 
Government to the rolls.

My subject comes from my current 
observations of my people - 
especially the young people - as they 
climb the economic ladder toward a 
kind of tinancial security which most 
of us would never have dreamed 
possible but a few years ago.

organizations and philosophies that . 


made it possible for them to obtain 
this new security. Instead of further 
commitment and hope, there is a ten- 
dency to disclaim the necessity for 
group commitment and this commit- 
ment is replaced by a solid depen- 
dence upon money and its ability to 
insulate, or at best, isolate them from 
any concern for the concept of a 
Black community.

The Dilemma Of Leadership * 


was a continuous, consistent, and 
painful drive = with our motivation 
being the inspired knowledge that 
Freedom cannot be obtained if it is 
only @ personal, an individual objec- 
tive, and only geared to whatever one 
could get out of the system for 
~oneself! Our sense of mission 
brought from the past imparted to us 
a sort of “group consciousness” — a 
recognition ithat we blacks were all 
tied together as a distinctive minority 
and that we must hang together as a 
people, supporting, and helping, and 
Protecting one another. 

And so this is the way it was - from 
the earliest days of cruel slavery, the 
Blacks though often unable to speak, 
to communicate, with one another 
because of having different 
languages or dialects - still they 
evidenced a strong feeling that they 
were all one and together they would 
somehow achieve Freedom. They did 
not just mean individual freedom, 
and their efforts almost always in- 
cluded other Blacks - others who 
either escaped with them or helped 
them to escape. And even when 
escape was not the immediate goal, 
there was always the caring for one 
another, the sharing with one 
another - the somehow innate: 


knowledge that their futures were | 


tied together - if indeed they were to 
have a future. 

In the darkness of the slave quar- 
ters the only doctor was often the 
cool, comforting hand of another 
slave and the only medicine was a 
dirty old rag dipped in the rancid 
water from the well. But love was the 
healing power and in it, and thru it, 
and because of it, no one was ever 
alone and they would:sing softly, “Is 
there a Balm in Gilead?” And from 
200 people in 1619 to 8 million in 
1865 they took care of one another 
and were held together by loving and 
singing “Walk Together Children 
Don't You Get Weary, There's a 
Great Camp Meeting in the Promised 
Land.” and ‘Go Down Moses - Let My 
People go” - not let Me go. Their 
educators were. the self anointed 
preachers who, though often unable 
to read themselves, they memorized 
and quoted scriptures like divinely 
inspired scholars. And for education 
- those from the Big House came 
down and carefully taught those who 
didn't have the opportunity to learn. 
You see, even then they sensed the 
Mission of Blacks in a world that had 
lost its spiritual character and that 
had sacrificed its moral courage to a 
false sense of economics - the world 
caught up in slavery had forgotten 
the words spoken—centuries ago: 
What profiteth a man who gains the 
world but loseth his soul? ®

Mallory Plan Mo ving 


Rep. William Mallory, (D-Cincinnati), House 
Majority leader may be heading back to Washington 


soon in connection with his proposal to stimulate em-- _ 


ployment among the disadvantaged through the 
private sector. 

Mallory, after discussing his proposal with a top 
level Washington official last Thursday, was So en- 
couraged by the favorable reaction, he: plans to dig 
down in his’ pocket and pay his own way to 
Washington to testify on behalf of the sweeping 
measure. 

Tony Carnevale, Majority Counsel for the U.S: 
Senate Budget Committee, informed Mallory that the 
White House, through two staff aides, had expressed 
interest in his plan. They suggested that Mallory come 
to Washington to testify before the Senate Finance 
Committee, the House Ways and Means Committee, a 
Sub-committee on Human Resources, Education and 
Labor. 

Since this is his personal project with no outside 
financial support behind it, the personable House 
leader said, “I'll just have to dig down in my pockets 


and bear my own expenses to and from Washington.” . 


Mallory is proposing that the Federal Governmen: 
adopt a tax-credit program that would provide a tax 
credit over a three year period for each CETA 
qualified person who is referred to the private sector 
by CETA and hired. If the person worked less than a 
three year period, the tax credit would be reduced ac- 
cordingly. j 

His plan contrasts sharply with the White House 
proposal which would allow the private sector to 
receive $1300 in tax credit for each employee hired up 
to a maximum of 48. 

Incidentally, during the telephone conversation 
with Carnevale, he inquired about S.B, 208, the tax- 
abatement bill being considered by the Ohio Senate. 
He asked Mallory to send him a copy of the bill as 
amended by a Senate Sub-Committee, chaired by 
State Senator Charles L. Butts; Cleveland Democrat. 

The bill, supported by Gov. James A. Rhodes and a 
group of black ministers throughout the state, is 
sponsored by Senators William F. Bowen, (D- 
Cincinnati) and M. Morris Jackson, (D-Cleveland), 
Assistant President Pro-Tem of the Ohio Senate. 

Under terms of the measure, new and existing in- 
dustrial plants located in inner cities throughout the. 
state would be granted tax abatements to provide em- 
ployment incentives in the hardpressed cities. It was 
scheduled for its first public hearing by the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee last Tuesday. 

A House-passed bill that would authorize the use of 
heroin in treating addicts, has become one of the 
most controversial measures to be considered by the 
112th Ohio General Assembly. As a matter of fact, it 
has become such a hot potato, that it has lost one of 
its co-sponsors. 

“Rep. C. J. MeLin—Jr., (D-Dayton) said he has 
requested that his- name be -removed-from-the-bitl, 
now being considered by the Senate Rules Commit- 
tee. He was withdrawing his name “because when 1 
don't know whether a bill is good or bad, I'd rather 

not have anything to do with it.”

HUD MOVES TO AID POOR 


Under the leadership of Secretary Patricia Harris, 
The Department of Housing and Urban Development 
has moved swiftly to ensure the best use of scarce 
federal urban funds. 


The Community Development Bloc Grant program © 


is the centerpiece of federal efforts to aid the cities. It 
replacdt categorical grants — federal grants for 
specific projects and programs. Under the bloc grant 
system, the government transfers money to the cities 
with few strings attached. 

Naturally, local officials preferred this way.of doing 
business. They could use the ‘money in almost any 
way they felt their cities needed it, without the com- 
plex federal restrictions that -had-tied their hands in 
the past. 

The only problem was, the money wasn't reaching 
poor and moderate income neighborhoods. The law 
creating the bloc grant system stipulated that’s where- 
the bulk of the money was supposed to go, but there 
was little enforcement. 

In 1975, the National Urban League conducted a 
survey of how the bloc grant system was working in 
24 cities. The results were depressing. Not more than 
half of the Community Development funds were going 
to the neighborhoods that need them most, and of 
those, about a third were used for lana clearance 
projects to prepare for uses that would generally 
benefit: higher income ple. 

Then HUD itself analyzed the results of the program 
and confirmed the Urban League's studies, In fact, 
HUD found declining resources going to the neigh- 
borhoods occupied by low and moderate income 
families. 

That's were Secretary Harris came in. Shortly after 
taking office she implemented policies to increase the 
amount of bloc grant funds going to poorer areas. 
HUD staff all across the country were ordered to 
follow new targeting policies. 

Then, the Secretary proposed new regulations on 
the use of Community Development funds, requiring 
that three-fourths of the grants would have to be.used 
for the benefit of low and moderate income families. 

Many local officials took a negative view, clalining 
the ay ged would remove the flexibility they once 
had. Chiefly that flexibility consisted of putting im- 
provements into middie class neighborhoods to win 
votes at election time, improvements paid for with 
federal funds intended for lower income neigh- 
borhoods. 

By contrast, community groups overwhelmingly 
supported the Department's new thrust. By targeting

monies would be used to benefit low-income people, 
but applicants will have to show that the lower per- 
centages for these purposes derives from the special 
needs of their communities and that it was arrived at 
in a planning process that included low and moderate 
income people. 

Applications proposing to spend less than 50 per- 
cent of the grants for the benefit of lower income 
people will be turned down. 

These. new rules are a major step forward in making

Therefore, for blacks and other minorities the issue 
of standards is doubly urgent. It is we who must 
address this issue, not only for the sake of quality but 
to maintain this nation's commitment to equal 
opportunity. 

Little doubt exists among parents, teachers and 
educators, as well as students themselves, that the 
quality of education in our public elementary and 
secondary schools has declined in recent years. this 
decline is evident in scholastic achievement scores 
which have plummeted in public schools all across

From 1963 to 1967, the aver score on the 
National Scholastic Aptitude Test fell from 478 to 429 
on the verbal portion and from 502 to 470 In 
mathematics. This is particularly disturbing because 


the basic skills needed to one’s way in the 
world are becoming inoceasingty indispensible. What 
qood is a high school diploma if a in still can't 


read a want ad, fill out a job application, understand a 
simple lease or contract, balance a checkbook or 


compare prices? 

In soaition to fundamental skills, today’s students 
are also seriously lacking in the ic kinds of 
knowledge essential to practicing effective 
citizenship in a democratic society. As a 
Congresswoman, | am particularly alarmed by the 
results of a recent survey by the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress which demonstrated that 
barely half our nation's i seniors know that 
each state has two U.S. ators and that the total 
number of U.S. Caprese from each state is 
determined on the basis of the state's population. 

As a member of the House international Relations 
Committee, it is shocking to learn that two out of five 
secondary school students think that lerael is an Arab 
nation. How many of our children know the name of 
one contempor African leader? 

In response to this deteriorating situation, there are 
some leaders in Washington who think that the only 
answer is to adopt a form of federal minimum 
competency testing to be administered in schools 
across the country. While |, too, share a sense of 
urgency about this matter, | question whether such a 
drastic solution is indeed the best answer. 

For it is important not to overlook the strengths of 
our school system, namely the tradition of community 
control in which the most important: decisions are 
made at the local level by the parents, teachers and 
educators who serve the community in which the 
children live. 

These strengths are evident in the response of 
many school ards, including, for example, the 
Chi district which | represent where ‘local 
initiatives are beginning to m a difference in the 
struggle for higher educational standards. 

In my opinion, however, there is an important role 
that the al government can play _in_.assisting 
communities that may not haye-thé resources to 

address in a comprehen- 

sive’ way the/ problem of 
the deterioration in basic 
skills and knowledge. This 
role is to provide. leader- 
ship in suggesting con- 
structive alternative 
solutions: Models of what 
can be done and how. 
With these con- 
siderations in mind, | have 
introduced legislation to 
establish a National Ad- 
visory’ Council on Quality

Meetings Set on Plans 
For North Alternative 


Heavy emphasis on com- 
munity involvement and in- 
dividualization will be a 

_prime concern for the 
students and staff at the 
new North Alternative High 
School opening in Septem- 
ber, 1978. 

Community meetings for 
parents, students and 
other concerned citizens 
interested in the school's 
program are planned. for 
the first and second week 
of April. The locations for 
these meetings are as 
follows: 

Westside - West High 
School Auditorium April 4, 
7:30 p.m. 

Eastside - East High 
School Learning Center, 
April 5, 7:30 p.m. 

Southside - South High 
School Auditorium, April 6,

Far East - Walnut Rdige 
High School! Auditorium, 
April 11, 7:30 p.m. 

The purpose for the 
meetings is to allow in- 
terested individuals to ask 
questions about the new 
school and view a short 
presentation dealing with 
the North. Alternative 
program. ~ 

There will be three cen- 
ters of study offered. at 
North - Communications, 
Foreign Language and 
Sociat~ Studies. Students 
will also be required to 
take the standard math and 
science courses offered at 
all Columbus high schools. 

According to Tim lig, 
curriculum developer at 
North, the two major ad- 
vantages offered through 
the centers will be in- 
dividualization ,and com- 
munity involvement. The 
language lab will be self- 
paced allowing students to 
move as fast as they are 
able to slow down when 
they encounter a_ difficult 
area. After the first four 
weeks, students will not 
meet in_a formal class, byt 
rather attend. a language 
lab center on. their own 
schedule. Thus, the study 
of language will not con- 
flict with other scheduled 
courses.

Planned Parenthood's..four-month 


campaign to fet the community know 
about the “epidemic of teenage 

Pregnancies” and to tell teenagers 
about available family planning ser- 
vices broke all records for teen patients 
at the Columbus family planning 


icy. 

Mary E. Harris, executive director of 
Planned Parenthood of Central Ohio, 
reported that the agency provided con- 
traceptive services to 2,249 teenagers 
during the campaign from September 
through December. A total of 5,284 
women aged 19 and younger came to 
Planned Parenthood in 1977. This was 
about 650 more than in 1976. 

In addition to the contraceptive 
patients, several. hundred teenagers 
came to the clinics for pregnancy tests 
during the campaign and requests for 


teenagers. also increased. 

According to the latest available 
figures, one out of every ten 15 to 19 
year old women ~in Franklin County 
became pregnant in 1976. There were 
2,598 women aged 15 to 19 who gave 
birth, ‘along with 54 aged 14. and 
younger. An estimated 1,300 teenagers 
had abortions. 

The special teen information 
telephone line, 224-TEEN, continues in 
operation although the paid advertising 
has ended. Since September there have 
been 3,730 calls on the line, which is 
answered between 9 a.m. and midnight, 
seven days a week. Almost half made 
clinic appointments, while others asked 
questions concerning birth control, 
pregnancy, family relations, dating and 
other concerns.
